New Schools. 


Great as the advances .of thirty. years 
have been in the design and lay-out of 
wage-earners’ houses and their surround- 
ing amenities, I was even more struck by 
the veritable . revolution which . our 
suburban planners have brought about in 
the closely allied field of schéol aecom- 
modation. Between the stuffy, © over- 
crowded and frequently insanitary class- 
rooms of most of the old city schools and 
the airy and commodious arrangements of 
tlhe new educational buildings which are 
now enjoyed by the rising generations’ of 
Donnycarney and Killester the contrasts 
are almost incredible. Well-deserved 
monuments to the zeal and enterprise of 
their managers—the parish priest of Fair- 
view and Father McCarroll, ‘of Coolock— 
the spacious and carefully-planned schools 
of Marino and Killester are assets of im- 
measurable value to the many hundreds of 
families who have been fortunate enough 
to find their ways into Dublin’s new 


garden suburbs. 


F lood-lighted Football. 


My recent note on the prospects of foot- 
ball played under cover, on specially 
desicned rubber floors, inspired a friend 
in England to tell me that experimental 
night matches have proved quite success- 
ful on open pitches. He tells me that an 
average match requires relays of about a 
dozen white balls which afd the illumina- 
tions and reduce eye-strain upon. the 
players. The flood-lighting apparatus con- 
sists of pylons placed around the pitch, 
each about 100 feet high and carry in all 
electric lamps of over 100,000 candle power. 
Having regard to such demands’ for 
jlluminations, I do not think that, the 
Electricity Supply Board will be found 
among objectors to this latest innovation 
in the field of sport. 


Ghe Cross of Cashel. 


The old Cross of Cashel, which I had 
recently an opportunity of examining, 
although less imposing than the beautiful 
buildings beside it, is certainly not “the 
least interesting monument on the famous 
Rock. It is. in fact, unique; for if 
resembles in no other way any of. our 
Celsic crosses, and is older than any of 
them. The pedestal, which is a large and 
cubical block, I believe, dates back to pre. 
historic times; tradition say#® it was 
originally a: Druid’s altar. I could still 
trace the remains of a Jarge circular 
sculpture on its northern face, evidently 
a representation of the sun, which was 
worshipped by the ancient inhabitants of 
It was interesting to find the 
remains of a rope pattern sculpture, so 
familiar in old Irish MSS., on the eastern 
face.

“- In either issue, faithful,” “‘ Unshaken, 
unterrified,”’ “Trifle not with loyalty.” 
Almost every town and village seems to 
have produced. a volunteer regiment with 
a fine motto of its own.

1,450 GUINEAS. FOR A 
TELESCOPE. 


The telescope given by Lady Hamilton and 
Captain Thomas Masterman Hardy to Nelson, 
and used by him at the Battle of Trafalgar, 
was sold at Christie’s, London, yesterday for 
1.450 gns., and is to go to the National 
Maritime Museum at Greenwich, . 

Messrs. Spink, whose representative made 
the winning bid, stated that the telescope 
and al! the relics at the auction yesterday, 
with the exception of a pair of pistols en- 
graved “ H.M.S. Victory,’ had been bought 
on behalf of Mr. P. Malcolm Stewart to be 
presented to the National Maritime Museum 
at Greenwich. 

The Nelson relics brought in altogether a 
total of £3.337. Mr. Percy Malcolm Stewart, 
whose cift to the muSeum represents a money 
value of neatly £3,300, is the second son of 
Mr. Halley Stewart, formerly Liberal mem- 
ber íor the Spalding Division cf Lincolnshire. 
He is Chairman of the Associated Portland 
Cement Manufacturers, Ltd.; the Cement 
Makers’ Federation, and other companies.

DIRECT NEGOTIATION BEST. 

The vention of the outbreak of an in- 
dustrial war, said the speaker, was more de- 
sirable than the adoption of measures for its 
solution when it took place. The question of 
industrial peace was in reality one of indus- 
trial co-operation, mutual confidence and en- 
during good-will. Continued suspicion and 
friction between business managements and 
their employés, frequent and irritating dislo- 
cations of work and the habitual mentality 
of civil industrial strife tended to diminished 
economic vitality, and an increase in the un- 
employment roll. A cordial industrial 
atmosphere was essential for business success. 

The most desirable method of settling in- 
dustrial disputes was by direct negotiation 
between the parties or their: representatives. 
There was a greater probability that an 
agreement reached as a result of joint dis- 
cussion would satisfy the general body of 
employers and employed directly interested, 
especially if technical questions were in- 
volved, than an award imposed by an out- 
sider. - 

GOVERNMENT'S DUTY. 

The existence of a joint standing com- 
mittee ior an industry, equally repre- 
sentative of employers and employed, 
even ‘though its persannel might be 
liable to change, would prove, in many 
instances, not only a useful means of solvin 
industrial disputes, but a potent method o 
maintaining industrial peace, A joint in- 
dustrial council, working on the lines 
recommended by the Whitley Committee, was 
an excellent. medium for reconciling conflict- 
ing opinions on matters that might lead to 
a serious dispute, ' 

No method of settling differences and 
disputes had been more keenly criticised 
than that of arbitration, which might. be 
introduced with or without State interven- 
tion, and might be optional or compulsory 
in its awards. However, there should be no 
hesitation in applying arbitration, should 
other methods of settlement fail, in the event 
of a threatened or actual dispute in certain 
services, such as transport and electricity, 
upon the ears] fuuctioning of which 
important industries and even the com- 
mercial life of a country depended, and 
which should never be allowed to cease work- 
ing merely because the management and 
employés quarrelled about the conditions of 
employment. The livelihood of peaceful 
citizens not connected with a dispute should 
not be endangered, and it was the duty of a 
Government to bring all possible pressure to 
béar on the parties, with a view to a peace- 
ful settlement. 

THE RAILWAY SITUATION. 

Mr. Charles Jacob, moving a vote of 
thanks to Professor Shields, said that he had 
covered the ground very thoroughly. Stnkes 
brought about ill-will and bitterness, and 
they should be prevented by every possible 
means, Employers. ought to give the 
en, ployed the best condifions that they could 
afford, and each side should try to under- 
stand the other. If at all possible, disputes 
should be settled within the firm or within 
the trade. The employers and the employed 
should get together and find out the rights 
aud wrongs of, the subject in dispute, and 
have it settled in a friendly manner, so as 
to avoid waste to the business and suffering 
to the. families of the workers. 

The industrial situation of this country at 
present, Mr. Jacob added, was a serious one, 
and it would be very much worse if the 
threatened strike on the railways took place. 
Everyone wanted good-will to prevail, 
especially at the approach of Christmas. 
Every one of them should do what he 
could in his special line to have good-will in 
business, and to promote understanding in 
the country at sr: 

The President (the Rev. Dr. Hanna), con- 
veying the club's vote of thanks, said that 
Frofessor Shields had shown the way to 
peace and friendly co-operation between 
capital and labour, which was of the utmost 
importance at the present time.

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a headmaster for a new school. A Doctor 
Wettenhall was selected, but when he arrived 
he found that the Corporation had forgotten 
to provide a schoolhouse or a salary. 

After the restoration of King Charles II. 
Dublin was full of beggars—Dublin had 
always been full of beggars (laughter)—and 
was so still, but was peculiarly so 
after the Restoration, because there were 
countless loyalists turned out of estates and 
properties who had served the Stuarts, with 
the usual results. They came back to find 
that their lovalty was rewarded with empty 
hands, The Duke of Ormond, who was Lord 
Lieutenant, and ‘his son, Lord Ossory, felt 
that something should be done about these 
unfortunate people, many of whom were old 
and enfeebled Their appearance on the 
streets was a disgraceful reflection on the 
Government; so Lord Ossory proposed that 
an hospital should be built, primarily for the 
sick, and for these poor, distressed old men 
and women. Accordingly, when the scheme 
was adopted by the Corporation, there was 
added to the plan a free school, They put 
the two free schools together, and Dr. 
Wettenhall was the first master, or, to give 
him his props title, the first chaplain, of 
the new King’s Hospital School and the old 
Free School, which was closed. 


THE CHARTER. 

They got th. ‘school ia the process of 
building, and next they saw to getting a 
charter. That was issued on this day rather 
more than 250 years ago. A charter was a 
very necessary and a very fine thing, but 
he believed :that their charter, which they 
put for safe keeping in the Public Record 
Office, was destroyed in the great conflagra- 
tion, and was no longer extant Besides the 
charter, funds were necessary to build the 
school, and there was considerable difficulty 
in finding the necessary money. . The Irish 
Government of the time was extremely im- 
poverished, and the ple immediately 
responsible for the school—the Corporatioi— 
did what they could in the way of providing 
revenue from taxes, There was ho educa- 
tional rate in those days, but taxes were 
raised on hackney coaches, and later on 
Sedan chairs, there being. in addition, the 
toll corn tax. An appeal to the Government 
for a grant produced no money, but a certain 
sum of monev was raised by subscription. 

Although the Government was not able, or 
willing, to. give a. money grant itself, the 
Privy 'Council issued instructions, and sug- 
gested to the bishops, whose custom it was 
on being consecrated to give a consecration 
feast or dinner, that it would be a saving if 
their: lordships should benefit education in- 
stead of giving a dinner, and contribute: a 
sum Lee . to oe = school, The same 
suggestion was made by the Corporation to 
the Aldermen and Sheriffs, that on going 
into office they should pay a fine of so much 
to the school: instead of giving feasts. The 
school also received bequests from various 
other sources, and managed to pull along. 

When James II. came to the Throné, and 
the troubles arose owing to the war between 
James and William, the school was occupied 
by soldiers for three years, and it became a 
military hospital. “That was the only time 
during its ‘existence that iti had been an 
hospital in any sense. When the trouble 
ended, and William III. came to the Throne, 
the school gradually began to recover. 
About 1700 it began to prosper, and the first 
quarter of the eighteenth century was the 
boom era of the school. It was never so 
strong. , The Corporation in those days was 
a very influential body. The Mayor and 
Aldermen, with certain people called Sub- 
Governors, controlled the school, one of 
whom was Dean Swift, one or two of whose 
letters were’ among the school’s most 
treasured possessions. 


THE PRESENT BUILDING. 


The original building did not seem to have 
lasted more than sixty years. About 1730 
there were projects for its rebuilding, and 
thirty or forty years later the question was 
taken up in earnest by Lord Kildare. The 
money was got by. subscription, and the 
architect was Thomas Ivory, from .whose 
plans the present building Was erected. His 
full plans were not, however, carried out, 
as they were too expensive. A sum of £20,000 
was spent on that part which was built, 
and the person who deserved most credit in 
connection with the rebuilding of the school 


| was the Mayor, Sir Thomas Blackhall, from 


whom Blackhall place got its name. In 1 
the building was, for the most part, complete, 
and it was not until 1810 that the finishing 
touches were put to it, except the cupola. 

In 1840 the school was taken from. the 
control of the Corporation, and was given 
over to the care of a new Boa of 
Gjevernors, constituted as they were, on the 
present lines. That had become necessary 
owing to political and other changes in the 
rature. of the Corporation, which no longer 
took the same interest in, or felt the same 
sympathy with, the school; for there had 
sprung up several other enterprises of equal 
or of more interest to the Corporation. “The 
school lost financially the withdrawal of 
the Corporation support, and they had to 
reduce the numbers in it,

Germany and Geneva. 


The British Note to Washington on 
War debts, and the alarums and excur- 
sions attending it, have occupied public 
attention almost exclusively within the 
past week or two. Only a topic of such 
importance could have overshadowed the 
fact that a final and well-nigh despairing 
effort is being made to save the Disarma- 
ment Conference—or, rather, the cause of 
disarmament. Early in the autumn ‘t 
seemed that nothing could-be.done. The 
omens were fair until Germany hurled a 
bombshell in the shape of a refusal to 
attend the Conference unless her claim ‘o 
equality of status \.as conceded. Britain, 
Italy and the United States were ready 
enough to satisfy her demand, but 
France, as might have been expected, 
stood firm: The last two months, therefore, 
have been notable for continual journeys 
by the British Premier between London 
and Geneva in an attempt to avert what 
seemed to be inevitable wreck; for Mr. 
Me Jonald holds the cause of disarma- 
ment very ‘closely to his heart. Yesterday 
he exerted all his powers of per- 
suasion, and procured a meeting, first, 
of four, and; later, of five Powers. In 
the afternoon Great Britain, France, 
Italy and the United States reached an 
agreement, based on recent American pro- 
posals for disarmament. Last night the 
f ur Powers, augmented by Germany, 
were represented «round a dinner table ; 
but Germany so far remains obdurate. 

A basis of agreement between the: four 
Powers was found in the decisions reached 
at the Disarmament Conference last July. 
Broadly, they involved the abolition of 
chemical warfare, the limitation of tanks

| and heavy guns, and the prohibition of 


aerial bombardment of undefended towns. 
The American representative proposed that 
a formal statement of these principles 
should be signed within the next ten days. 
Once signed, they would be worked into a 
Disarmament Convention by a permanent 
Commission of Control. The Convention 
would remain in force until 1937, when it 
would be superseded by a wider agreement, 
embracing the whole field of armaments. 
Meanwhile, the Disarmament Conference 
would have retited quietly into the back- 
ground ; and, indeed, there is little reason 
to doubt that a permanent small body. of 
experts would do better work than a 
sprawling collection of politicians. The 
Disarmament Conference has come very 
closely to success on more occasions than 
one, but something invariably has cropped 
up to prevent the completion of its labours. 
A Commission may be no more effective ; 
but the chances are that its comparatively 
detached atmosphere would lend it a 
greater chance of success. In any case the 
foundations of a scheme of disarmament 
have been laid, and principles have been 
adopted. 

Many commendable features existed. in 
this plan, which must be rendered 
useless by Germany’s refusal to’ partici- 
pate. The crux last night; as during the 
past two months, centred around the 
question of her status.’"In the American 
plan a formula had been incorporated for 
submission to Germany, which could be 
construed so vaguely as to satisfy every- 
body ; but the Germans would be content 
with nothing save. a .frank and open 
acceptanc> of their equal status. They 
would huve no wordy evyasions: in a vital 
matter compromise “is impossible. . Great 
Britain, although ready to accept the 
formula, was willing, in fact, to allow 
Germany's claim only on condition that 
she forebore to make use of it... While 
the French representatives, too, accepted 
the formula, it was manifest. that. their 
Government would not have sanctioned 
any concession to Germany. France has 
refused’ for two months to grant the 
German claim unless she receives a 
number of fresh guarantees of security 
which would annul ‘the whole effect of the 
concession. We must assume, therefore, 
that, unless a change occurs this’ morn- 
ing, the» Disarmament Conference will 
continue without the presence of Ger- 
many’s delegates. In such conditions 
there can be little hope that any practical 
result will. emerge from the discussions. 
Every nation on the Continent of Europe 
will. plead Germiany’s abstention as an

A Western Example. 


Mr. H. Campbell Perry's remarks at 


yesterday's meeting of the Sligo Harbour 
Commissioners throw « revealing light on 
the way in which the sma™‘or ports of the 
Free State are being hit by the economic 
war. For many years Sligo has been oné 
of the most progressive ports in the Irish 
provitices. It has served all North 
Connaught, and has done a lucrative trade 
with Liverpool and Glasgow. Two years 
ago the Sligo Steam Navigaticn Company, 
which is owned locally, spent £50,000 ori 
a new steamer. No expense was spared 
to make this ship as ‘efficient as possible. 
Cold storage facilities were provided, and, 
as a result of the company’s enterprise,

| Sligo’s trade increased substantially. In 
me P1981 there wis a. “record year ‘at the 
tock Markets, after an opcn-port. Trade boomed, ‘and for the first 
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look was so promising that the company 
anticipated an improvement even on the 
remarkable’ figures of 1931. In August, 
however, the British tariffs, with “er 
corresponding taxes on imports to the Free 
State, began to make themselves felt. Mr. 
‘Campbell Perry says that, as a result 
of these restrictions, the receipts of the 
port in dues for imports and exports, in 
respect of the Sligo Steam’ Navigation 
Company alone, have fallen by £700. 
The, average import tonnage of the port 
Exports have fallen off at an alarming 
‘rate, and the port is losing on the round- 
abouts as well as on the swings. Further- 
more, the décline in trade is hitting 
labour directly.” ‘The dock labourer who 
last year was earning 20s. a week must be 
satisfied now. with 9s., and he will be 
lucky if he gets even that meagre sum 
after Christmas. Sligo’s plight is typical 
of the situation at all Free. State ports. 
This little town, which by the hard work 
and enterprise of. its ‘own citizens has 
built up a flourishing trade during the 
last fifty years, finds itself now faced with 
an almost empty port, Furthermore, Mr. 
Campbell “Perry” indicates that Sligo's 
trade will be hit even more heavily when 
the Free State Government’s new maize 
regulations come into force; for the port 
derives an annual income of some £4,000 
through the importation of Indian corn. 
One of the greatest complaints against 
Mr... Cosgrave’s Government was. the 
charge that it became obsessed with the 
City of Dublin. May we suggest. that 
the present Administration is guilty of 
even greater obtuseness? Sligo’s experience 
ought to be a warning. 


~\Healith in Schools. 


Economic distress has reacted on health 
in many parts of Europe, and children 
especially have become victims of mal- 
nutrition. Hitherto in Great Britain, 
though she shares the general distress, 
this danger has not arisen. The Board of 
Education’s annual report on the health 
of. school-children, which was published 
yesterday, tells an encouraging story. 
During the year nearly three million 
children, some sixty per cent. of the 
average attendance, passed under medical 
review. A.variety of. defects was treated 
—<defects of vision and enlarged tonsils 
were the most frequent—but definite cases 
of malnutrition.were rare ; in Lancashire, 
indeed, home of all the cotton troubles, 
the incidence of malnutrition. was the 
lowest since 1921. Sir George Newman, 
the Board’s Chief Medical Officer, reports 
that ‘‘ the depressed state of industry and 
the nead for national economy do not 
appear to have exerted as yet any measur- 
able physical ill-effect upon the school 
population.” His words are a tribute not 
only to.the Education Department and the 
School Medical Service, but to British 
parents. ‘Nevertheless, while a nation’s 
physical: health—next., to .its spiritual 
health—is its most precious ‘asset, Sir 
George Newman says that the health 
services in British schools must be con- 
ducted with the strictest “regard to 
economy. Their present annual. cost is 
£5,700,000, which is five per cent. of the 
total expetiditure on education. On the 
whole, there is no doubt that the money 
is: well .spent,-. producing increasing 
dividends of health and: happiness; but 
some of the figures in this report are dis- 
quieting. In one district, for instance, the 
average cost of the school medical service 
was ós..2d. ;in another il, was 21s. 10d...The 
contrast suggests that in one case, perhaps, 
the local authorities left too much to the 
parents, and that, in the other, they im- 
posed too many of the parents’ duties on 
the general taxpayer. If expenditure is to 
be kept within reasonable limits, and if 
the national meral is not to suffer, the 
principle of parental responsibility must 
be guarded with jealous care. Sir George 
Newman says that there is ample evidence 
that to-day the school children of Great 
Britain are “‘.cleaner, better in physique, 
better fed, better clothed, — better 
nurtured ' than were those of any former 
generation. Is this statement equally 
true of Ireland’s school children?

Radium. 


The Vancouver Correspondent oí the 
Morning Post has written an interesting 
report on the first year’s working of the 
Great Bear Lake radium field. Deposits 
of radium ore were discovered in that 
neighbourhood a few years ago by two 
French-Canadians. Experts were brought 
to examine the deposits, and estimated 
that they were likely to equal in value the 
yield of the Katanga Basin; in the French 
Congo, which hitherte has been the world’s 
principal source of supply. “The prospects 
after a year’s working seem to bear 
out this estimate, and there is every 
probability that.a substantial increase wil] 
be made to the world’s scanty supplies of 
the, precious element. It is not easy, how- 
ever, to work the new field. ‘The Great 
Bear Lake is situated on the.Arctic Circle, 
and is separated from the nearest rail- 


swamp. Only two methods of conveyance 
exist for either man or‘ freight—by air or 
by water. The aeroplane fare from Water- 
ways—the railhead—amounts to £100 for 
every passenger.. Ores, if they are not 
carried in comparatively ~~ all quantities 
by air, must be borne in boats across an 
extent of the lake, down the Bear River to 
the River Mackenzie—a distance of eighty 
miles—thence up the. Mackenzie by 
steamer, through the Great Slave Lake 
and Lake . Athabasca to Waterways.

On Clause 3, which empowers the Board to 
purchase, repair or maintain rolling stock, 
veiticles, etc., in, connection with the under.

JAPANESE DRIVE THE 
REBELS INTO RUSSIA.

HE safety of British suljects in 
Manchuria was the subject, of ques- 
tions in the House of Commons yesterday, 
when it was stated that women - and 
children had been advised to leave Harbin, 
and some had been already evacuated. 

Mr. Eden, Under-Secretary to the 
Foreign Office, in reply to Mr. Kirk- 
patrick (C nservative, Preston), said that 
information which had been. received 
showed a state of great insecurity at 
Harbin, owing to the activities of bar lits; 
that it was unsafe for foreign residents 
to go outside the city, and that attempts 
at kidnapping had been made even within 
Harbin itself, 

H.M. Consul-General had advised the 
evacuation of the women and children, 
and several had already left. 

The Consul-General was also assisting 
in the formation of an armed force for 
the protection of life and property, and 
the Consular body had urged upon the 
local authorities the urgent necessity for 
ama and improving the police 
orce. 


CHINESE ROUTED. 


The British Ambassador at Tokyo had 
asked the Japanese Government to use 
their influence with the Manchurian 
acthorities for the same purpose. This 
they had promised to do. 

The Japanese troops in Manchuria have 
entered Khailar, according to the news- 
paper Asahi, quoted by Reuter’s Tokyo 
Correspondent. 

Earlier yesterday it was reported from 
Tsitsiha: that the Chinese Army in 
Manchuria was fleeing before the rapid 
advance of the Japanese westwards 
towards Khailar, and under the command 
of Su Ping-wen, who has persistently 
refused to negotiate for the releas> of the 
250 Japanese civilians he held as hostages, 
had escaped into Soviet territory by train, 
having been finally demoralised by the 
bombing of Khailar by the Japanese. 

The latest news is that all Su Ping- 
wen's Japanese hostages, with the excep- 
tion of twenty-seven men, including Mr. 
Yamazaki, a Consul, h:ve arrived safely 
in Soviet territory. ó 

The Japanese, aided py the Arctic 
temperature, which has frozen the ground, 
have advanced rapidly westwards since 
their big campaign against the rebels was 
opened last month.

‘7°HE reconstruction of Butt Bridge, 
I Dublin, was described in an interesting 

paper by Mr. F. W. Bond, B.A.. 
B.A.1;, last might at the ordinary general 


meeting of the Institute of Civil Engineers 


of Ireland. 

Mr. L. J. Kettle, President, occupied the 
Ciair, 

Mr. Bond, in the course of his paper, said 
that Butt Bridge was originally built in 1879 
with a central swing span of 127 feet, which 
gave two openings of 40 feet each for 
navigation. After the construction of the 
loop line railway bridge in 1888 the swing 
span became useless for navigation, and with 
the increase of road traffic the steep and 
‘narrow bridge became a constant source of 
congestion. In 1929 the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board were enabled to get a bill 
passed in the Oireachtas for the re-building 
and widening of the bridge on an under- 
taking that a transporter bridge would be 
constructed a thousand yards to the east, 
cpposite Guild street. . 


THE NEW BRIDGE. 


The new Butt Bridge, he said, was 218 
feet long and ast as of a central span of 


112 feet formed of two separate cantilevers | 


and two approaches of 39 feet 6 inches each. 
It wass 66 feet wide, carrying a roadway 
40 feet wide and two footpaths each 11 feet 
9 inches wide. The approach spans give easy 
access from the quays. The structure was 
of reinforced concrete with parapets of Bally- 
knocken granite. 

The architectural details were designed by 
Messrs. O'Callaghan and Giron, and the 
designs of the structure were prepared by 
Mr. Joseph Mallagh, M.Inst.,C.E.L, chief 
engineer to the Port and Docks Board, and 
Mr. Pierce F. Purcell, M.Inst.C,E.L, con- 
sulting engineer. 

Mr. Bond went on to describe the technical 
particulars of struction and its execution, 
The contractors were Messrs. Gray’s Ferro- 
Concrete (Ireland), Ltd., and great credit 
was due to the firm for the manner in which 
they had succeeded in completing their con- 
tract well before the specified time. 

Mr. Bond capressed thanks to Mr. ma 
and Mr. R. A. Cunningham, B.A., B.A.L, 
for assistance in the preparation of his paper. 


ENGINEERING SKILL,

IMPORTANT SUGGESTIONS, 

The construction of a bridge was the joint 
work of the engineer and the contractors, 
and tke contractors’ engineer played a very 
important part. He would like to pay a par- 
ticularly high tribute to the value of the work 
that was carried out by Mr, Tom Simington, 
who was engineer to the contractors, Mr. 
Simington, while acting for the contractors, 
had made very many suggestions, many of 
them of major importance, in connection with 
the carrying out of the work. He believed 
it was at Mr. Simington’s suggestion that the 
rearrangement of the coffer dam on the south 
side was carried out, and that rearrangement 
had proved a very great success. He knew 
Mr. Simington had been indefatigable, and 
had given help in every way.

MANUFACTURE OF FLAX, 
HEMP AND JUTE. 


A 


Institute, held in Belfast last evening, 

a paper was read by Mr. Herbert 
Jefferson, M.A. T.C.D., entitled ‘* Flax, 
Hemp and Jute: from Raw Material to Woven 
Fabric.’’ The reading of the paper was 
illustrated by lantern slides and exhibition 
mnaterials, 

Attention was directed to the capacity for 
conversion to beauty and utility of flax, hemp 
and jute. The coarser operations were intro- 
duced—Flax, its roughing, 1.¢e., handhack- 
ling over stout metal pins rectangularly fixed 
on a wood bleck, for cleaning, squaring, 
making even, and the removal of lumps and 
knots. Hemp, softene:l by crushing rollers 
to break down stiffness and. render the

material easier for later machinery, and, when |. 


so .crushed, cut into suitable lengths. 
Roughed flax and softened hemp were then 
brought to the machine hackling room, and 
pieces of the material being placed—two at a 
time-~in a *‘ holder’’ which, gripping tightly, 
allows the suspended pieces to fall between 
ua pair of sheets of pins—set gradually more 
closely as the holder proceeds to the succeed- 
ing sheets. ‘hese pins pierce the flax and

SHOW HARD. HIT.

Te appearance of groups of young, sturdy 
me, -walting at’ street. corners here, 
_. tired and disappointed “in their un- 
availing search for a day’s work and pay, 
illustrates to a — degree how the 
cconomie war and the general depression 
have hit the Irish Midlands. 

I came to Mullingar this morning to report 
the Christmas cattle show and sale. One ex- 
pected some improvement, however slight, 
on the reports of other cattle sales, which are 
long. tales of unrelieved gloom,. but here, in 
Mullingar, another chapter was added to the 
sorry story, The Mullingar Show bas, in 
other years, been a meeting place for farmers 
and cattle-raisers; a place where they could 
turn their livestock into money, and return 
reasonably contentéd to their homes. Not so 
to-day. The cattle:owners, ordinarily a cheer- 
ful group, with their bantering and bargain- 
ing, to-day had lost much of their old spirit, 
and if they permitted themselves a smile, it 
was because of the wagging of some witty 
tongue—not at the prospect of a good price 
for a good animal, One felt very ó. sos? ara 
indeed towards these men of the soil, who 
have worked hard to preserve a home and 
add to the country’s wealth. 

Not only are the people of the land around 
Mullingar suffering bain of the whims and 
fancies of a few politicians. To-day in 
Mullingar I saw one hundred and fifty young 
men, fine upright fellows, between twenty 
and thirty years of age, standing idle in 
front of the shop windows, and the shop- 
keeper inside was doing very little business 
either. 

I talked to a few. of them, and from their 
conversation learned, that they are battling 
against circumstances, against Jack of work 
and money, bnt continue to look for an odd 
ob about the town One man mentioned that 

e and a number of his friends in distress 
hope ‘to get employment on the building of 
the Cathedral, at the building of extension 
to the Mental Home, and a few other schemes 
which are on foot. 

There is little work in Mullingar. Those 
who are fortunate enough to have any to do 
keep a close eye on it, and those who have 
none to do never close their eye to any 
chance of securing it. : 

Shopkeepers report that business has 
fallen away. Not a penny is spent on what 
might be called luxury articles, and as little 
as possible is spent on the essentials. The 
Christmas. trade. has .shown no signs that it 
will be anything like thet of last year: ‘lhe 
Mullingar of the days of’the last by-election 
has changed: would that the change were for 
the better. This statement re-echoes the 
sentiment of many tradérs in the town, and 
of the majority of men who stand from hour 
to hour in the town square and find no hope 
of work.

THE CHAIRMAN AND MR. 
LITTLE, K.C, 


The weekly meeting of the Committee of 
the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Protec- 
t:on Association was held in the offices, Com- 
mercial Buildings, Dame street, Dublin, 
yesterday. The Chairman, Mr. William 
O'Byrne, presided. The Vice-Chairman, Mr. 
Thomas Gaffney, and almost every member of 
the Committee were present. The Secretary, 
Mr. Martin O’Byrne, and the Assistant Secre- 
tary, Mr. P. J. Walsh, were in attendance. 

he Secretary submitted an enormous 
amount of correspondence dealing with the 
annual meeting of the trade, to be held in 
the Concert Hall of the Catholic Club on 
Thursday next, at 11.30 a.m. He made a 
detailed report in regard to the arrangements, 
resolutions, speakers, etc, and said that a 
very large amount of interest was being taken 
in this meeting by all in the trade, and he 
expected a very hais attendance from the 
city and provinces, 

he Chairman called attention to the 
following statement, reported in the Press 
on the 24th ult. to have been made by Mr. 
Little, K.C., in the Metropolitan Court on 
that day :—' The only trade in which there 
is not a free gift department. is the licensed 
trade. They } not require that. The only 
free gift in the licensed trade is the dock 
and fines.” Continuing, Mr. O’Byrne said 
that he felt it was due to his position as 
Chairman of the organised licensed trade of 
the Free State to refer to this statement by 
one of the Justices in the chief District Court 
wi the country, and to say that it was an un- 
warrantable insult to people who represented 
such a big interest in the country and who 
conducted an admittedly difficult business in 
&a manner satisfactory to the authorities and 
to the community. He could not understand 
what prompted the Justice to give expression 
to such an outrageous insult to the business 
and those engaged in it, and he felt that he, 
as Chairman, would be guilty of a breach of 
the trust reposed in him to defend the good 
name and character of their trade if he did 
not stigmatise this statement of Mr. Little’s 
as unwarranted and uncalled-for. | 

After the transaction of a large amount of 
business, the Chairman moved the following 
votes of sympathy :—With Mr. Doyle, Rath- 
mines road, on the death of his mother; with 
Mr. Matthew Lynch, Upper Church street, 
on the death of his mother, and with Mrs. 
Clohessy, Limerick, on the death of her 
husband, 

Tne votes were seconded by Mr. James J. 
O““éill, and passed. 

The Committee then adjourned.

PROVINCIAL MEMBERS 
AND THE MEETING. 


Mr. J. J. Wyse, Organiser and Secretary, 
Counties’ Licensed Grocers’ Association of 
lreland, writing in regard to the general meet- 
ing of the licensed trade arranged to take 


members of his association and members 
of the Executive of the Provincial 
Section are dissatisfied with the time and 
date of the Dublin meeting, which has been

Further, he 
contends that the Counties’ Licensed 
Vintners’ Association did not cease to exist 
in 1926, as is suggested in the report, but 
“as a result of an agreement arrived at by 
the’ two Executives, the Counties’. Licensed 
Grocers’ Association of Ireland amalgamated 
with the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ 
Association, and the resulting Association 
was, and is, kuown as the Licensed Grocers’ 
and Vintners’ [Protection Association of 
Ireland.”

GAS UNDERTAKING. 


Dealing with the mu icipa]l gas undertaking 
the Inspector said that the financial position 
of the concern was far from satis actory. 
From an inspection of the books he found 
everywhere evidence of loose management. 
All the materials were scattered here and 
there, and no proper stock-book was kept. 

“There was,” the report continued, “ evi- 
dence of such downright bad management in 
connettion with the gasworks as to cause one 
to think that the employés controlled the 
Committee. Something goes wrong at the 
works on a Saturday (and up to recently I 
understand it was usual for something to go 
wrong’ regularly 'on Saturday) man, or 
men, must be engaged on Sunday to remedy 
the defect. The job may take an hour or 
more, ‘but no matter how long it. takes the 
man must in the first instance get a full 
day’s pay, and then, because it is Sunday, the 
pay is doubled,” i 

Another. instance was the condition of 
affairs that allowed a man who worked for 
three months to attach himself to the per- 
manent staff, and then become entitled to 
holidays, and then, after twelve months, he 
became entitled to sick pay in addition, Ne 
one would object to the principle of extra 
pay under certain conditions, and sick pay 
under other certain conditions, but a busi- 
ness concern could not be run on such con- 
ditions. 

The Inspector paid a tribute to the Gas 
Manager (Mr. Law) on his professional 
technical knowledge and skill, but said that

merit of an assistant manager for six months,

Alluding to the City Surveyor’s "epart- 
ment, the Inspector commented on the in- 
creased cost of cleansing, etc,, and for which 
there was no compensating return. The con- 


creting of the streets had not reduced ex-- 


penditure. Men were employed for this 
department that gave no control fo. the 
Engineer, as recruitment was through the 
Corporation Employés’ Society in the first 
instance. There’ was nothing fundamentally 
wrong in that, but it was a rule of the 
Society that the man longest on the waiting 
list, whether he was good, bad, or indifferent, 
had to be employed... The cleansing work 
was carried out very imperfectly, and in that 
connection the Inspector censured the Super- 
intendents, The carters and cleaners were a 
ood type of worker. He recommended the 
ormation of a pension scheme for employés 
who had passed their labour. 


HOUSING SCHEMES. 

Referring to housing schemes, in which, he 
said, the Corporation appeared to take a 
lively interest, he hoped cubation would be 
taken of the generous, provisions made by the 
Government for the clearing of insanitary 
areas. The Corporation. were now engaged in 
a scheme for building 300 houses, but this 
was insufficient to solve the problem. He 
referred to the fact that a third of the city 
was composed of Janeways and courts, and 
in this respect the menace to the Ea health 
was accentuated from slaughterhouses being 
situated in these congested districts. 

Having . dealt with the evidence of the 
Mayor and others for a reduction of the 
zcrsonnel of the present Corporation, the 
Inspector said that he had come to the con- 
clusion that the present body could not be 
ecndemned for the unsatisfactory state of 
affairs disclosed at the Inquiry. He 
anticipated that a rate of 32s. in the £ 
would be needed to satisfy the demands for 
Lext year, although it would not provide the 
necessary expenditure for putting the Public 
Health services on a proper basis. ‘That was 
a serious position, and could only be relieved 
by “ efficient administration, coupled with 
economy. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Inspector recommended ;:'— | 

That the powers, duties and functions of 
the Corporation be transferred to a Manager, 
who would also act as Town Clerk. 

That an elected body of about ten comprise 
the new Council, to act in an advisory 
capacity, 

That the city be a unit for electing these 
members. 

That an extension of the city boundary 
is imperative, and the re-valuation of the 
city desirable. 

"hat a thorough reorganisation of all the 
departments is essential, 

‘hat the immediate preparation of a 
pension scheme for all employés be 
formulated, with a view to legislation. 

That a clearance of insanitary sites was 
overdue, 

That a public abattoir be erected. 


SERIOUS PROBLEM. 


Dealing with the administration of the 
city Health Board, the Inspector said that 
it presented a Very serious problem. During 
the administration of the Commissioner 
costs under this head were reduced, and 
no complaints received. 

Continuing, the report. stated that the 
amalgamation scheme had brought about a 
state of affairs which had, more than any- 
thing else, a bearing on the high city rates 
and increasing poor law expenditure. 

The Inspector added that the county re- 
presentatives in 1920-22 had made a sensible 
scheme of poor Jaw impossible by inflicting 
a hardship, on the poor in taking them so 
far Ítom the. city. Yet that authority had 
now Selected a. mte for a sanatorium within 
@ quartcr of » mile of the borough boundary, 
He considered. that it: would not be a very 
great hardship to have the city and county 
an administrative unit for poor fn purposes, 
and ‘should that not be now practicable the 
claims of the city might receive the generous 
consideration and sympathy of the Minister 
to place it on the same equitable basis as 
regards relief which was employed by the 
Other boroughs in the Saorstat. 

He expressed the hope that the county 
would, even at this stage, take a big and 
generous view of the situation, and in justice 
and equity do something more than look on 
with equanimity at a condition of affairs 
which would inevitably have dual reaction.

Sit George Jones, for the Duke of Leinster, 
instructed by Messrs. Speed and Company, 
who asked for an adjournment of the sum- 
mons, said that he had a doctor's certificate, 
stating that the Duke was too unwell to 
attend. There had been negotiations for a 
long time with regard to the Duke’s affairs, 
and his solicitors hoped to be able to put 
something definite before the creditors. _ 

Mr. Franklin said that the money owing 
was the balance of a loan of £3,000, made in 
1930, and £1,000 had been repaid. Letters 
had been received from the Duke’s solicitors, 
stating that he had left for his honeymoon,: 
and would not be back “until the end of next 
week. They also said that for some time 
the Duke had been expecting certain moneys 
from America, and that negotiations were 

roceeding, with a view to money being 
ahi to liquidate his liabilities. 

Mr. Justice Luxmoore—Is not that your 
best chance, Mr. Franklin? 

Mr. Franklin said that he would like to 
refer to other letters.” “I am afraid,’’ he 
added, ‘‘that we shall not get anything out 
of this man unless drastic steps are taken 
by someone,” 

His Lordship—Sir George Jones says that 
there is a scheme on foot. Is it not best to 
give him an opportunity? 

Sir George Jones &sked whether Mr. Frank- 
lin wished to read the letters in order to 
ventilate something, or for the purpose of 
proving means. 

His Lordship—This sort of thing has heen 
oing on for some time.

Sir George Jones said that the solicitors 
instructing him stated definitely that this 
time the negotiations were going through.

SUFFERING FROM DEBILITY. 

Mr, Franklin—It is somewhat unusual— 
although, perhaps, not unusual for this 
gehtleman; but on the day he is supposed 
to go into the box to be examined as to 
means, a doctor's certificate in rather peculiar 
terms is put in. The present position is that 
he i on his honeymoon, and it says he 1s 
suffering from debility. 

Sir George Jones said that he was prepared 
to bring the doctor into Court to prove his 
certificate. 

His lordship said the certificate stated that 
it would be most harmful for the Duke to 
return to London at present. It was given by 
a medical man, and presumably in good faith. 
Unless the certificate was challenged the 
summons would have to stand over. 

Mr. Franklin said that he was not challeng- 
ing the certificate. 

His Lordship—You are entitled to have 
the Duke medically attended yourself if you 
like, 

Mr. Franklin—The whole point is that he 
ought neyer to have gone away. If he was 
too ill to come here, he was too ill to be 
married last Friday,

BEET FACTORY FOR 
CLONES. 


PROPOSAL LAID BEFORE 
MINISTRY. 


Dr. Ryan, Free State Minister for Agricul- 
ture, received a deputation yesterday from 
Clones to advance the claims of that town 
for selection as the site of one of the new 
beet factories which the Government pro- 
poses to establish. 

Having informed tha Minister ef the ex- 
cellent site and transport services af which 
Clones was the centre, the deputation peintea 
out that the town would become much more 
important ‘‘when, in the near future, the 
economic sense of all concerned will foresee 
the removal of the absurd and unnatural 
division of our country. 

Supplies of beet could come from 
Monaghan, Louth, Cavan, sections of Meath 
and Westmeath and Longford, and, although 
some economie basis of transport must be 
arranged, from Leitrim, Donegal and Sligo. 

The factory might be placed on a more 
secure and economic basig if the Government 
thought well of allowing in supplies from the 
Six County area. 

The Government would need to take in 
hands the entire financial initiation of the 
factory on whatever financial lines seemed 
best, as the district could not make any 
attempt to start industry on local capital, 
owing to the fact that the profits of the boom 
period had to be called upon in the lean 
times to keep trade going.
